TEE DEHOCKATIC PHOeEAHME. 


• The democratic members of the 
senate and house held a joint caucus 
at Washington last evening at which 
there was much unanmity. displayed 
The" joint advisory committee on the 
appropriation bills submitted a repor 
which was, after a general discussion 
adopted with unanmity. The follow 
ing is the programme agreed upon : 


Thehouse committee on appropriation 


will forthwith prepare three bills, as fol 
Iowa: 


1. The army appropriation bill whlcl 


was vetoed by the president, with the fol 
lowing io take the place of the section up 
on which the president based his veto 
"That no money appropriated by this ac 
Is appropriated or shall be paid forth 
subsistence, equipment-, transportation o 
compensation of any: part' of the army o 
United States to be used as a police force 
to keep the peace at the polls at any clee 
tion held within any state." . 


A bill extending the legislative, exccn 


tive and judicial appropriations act o 
June IB, 1878, for one year from tho SOU 
Jnst,, for the same sums and purposes 
therein specified, excentjh regard to the 
apportionment of the'.. Clerical force In 
some of the executive departments, which 
IB left to the discretion of the commit^ 
on appropriations. A; provision wil] else 
be made In the bill for salaries of certain 
officers detailed since the passage of thi 
act which is to be extended. 


The bill will contain no general leglsla 


tion except that portion recently vetoed 
In tha bill, known as tho McMahon 
amendment, which provides for the re- 
peal of certain lawa regulating paymen 
of pensions, nnd dictates that the secre- 
tary of the treasury shall payout for ar 
reayages of pensions the remainder of th 
«0,000,000 hitherto held as n ppeclnl fnn< 
/or the redemption of fractional currency 


The bill which it is thus proposec 


to re-enact provided for salaries of fed 
eral judges, attorneys and marshals 
but made no provision for the ord 
nary judicial expenses of the govern 
ment. : It is therefore agreed tha 
the appropriation corrtmittne shouli 
report a bill appropriating about $2 
700,000 for1 all estimated judicial ex 
penses, such as fees for jurors apd wi 
nesses, ;the safe keeping ;of prisoners

To the Editor of the Sentinel: 


I have neglected to give manage- 
ment for May. Nevertheless I am on 
time for June. 
In June, bees had 
ought to be very strong, and it is gener- 
ally our swarming month in the 
northern states. Italian bees, as a 
general thing, swarm in May. 
I had 
a swarm come off in the month of May, 
but this is the month for both natural 
and artificial swarming. A very good 
way to Italianize is to swarm »your 
bees artificially. Take out the old 
queen and bees enough to form a good 
swarm. Place them in your empty 
hive, remove your old stand a rod or 
two away, place the young swarm 
where the old stand stood, introduce 
your Italian queen in the old stand. 
Where artificial swarming is followed 
up fertile queens ought to be on 
hand to introduce to the queenless 
stand at once, and the work will go 
right along without any waste of time, 
otherwise it will put them back about 
thirty days before there will be any 
young bees to gather honey. 
Put on 
your honey boxes, one at a time. Af- 
ter they get to work in it nicely put 
on the second one. If your bees are 
inclined to cluster outside of your 
hives raise your hives and place a half- 
inch block under each corner, so' as to 
make them cool and comfortable. If 
yet they cluster outside, add more 
boxes. By so doing you can keep the 
whole force to work, otherwise you 
will have a good sized ewarm clustered 
-ro.^^ ^

idleness. Tbe loss of bees has ul^» 
very great the past winter and spring. 
It will require from two to three years 
to bring them to the same number 
that there were last fall. Bees will 
build up and increase very fast, if 
they are properly cared for. They 
must be attended to in the summer 
season if we expect to get a large 
yield of honey. They must also be 
cared for in the fall, and protected 
from the severe cold in the winter, if 
we expect to succeed in wintering 
safely.

Their Manngement for J n n e . 


To the Editor of the Sentinel: 


I have neglected to give manage- 
ment for May. 
Nevertheless I am on 
time for June. 
In June, 
bees had 
ought to be very stroi^, and it isgener- 
ally 
our 
swarming month 
in 
the 
northern states. 
Italian 
bees, as a 
general thing, swarm in May. 
I had 
a swarm come off ia the month of May, 
but this is the month for both natural 
and artificial swarming. 
A very good 
way to Italianize is to swarm «your 
bees artificially. 
Take out 
the old 
queen and bees enough to form a good 
swarm. 
Place them in your empty 
hive, remove your old stitnd a rod or 
two away, 
place the young swarm 
where the old stand stood, introduce 
your Italian ^ueen in the old stand. 
Where artificial swarming is followed 
up fertile 
queens ought 
to be on 
hand to introduce to the queenless 
stand at once, and the work will go 
right along without any waste of time, 
otherwise it will put them back about 
thirty days before there will be any 
young bees to gather honey. 
P u t on 
your honey boxes, one at a time. 
Af- 
ter they get to work in it nicely put 
on the second one. 
If your bees are 
inclined to duster outside of 
your 
hives raise your hives and place a half- 
inch block under each corner, so' as to 
make them cool and comfortable. 
If 
yet they cluster outside, add more 
boxes. 
By so doing you can keep the 
whole force to work, otherwise you 
will have a good sized swarm clustered 
around your hive, and all over it, for 
months and sometimes all summer, in 
idleness. 
The loss of bees has been 
very great the past winter and spring. 
It will require from two to three years 
to bring them to the same number 
that there were last fall. 
Bees will 
build up and increase very fast, if 
they are properly cared for. 
They 
must be attended to in the summer 
season if we expect to get a large 
yield of honey. 
They must also 
cared for in the fall, and protected 
from the severe cold in the winter, if 
we expect to succeed in wintering 
safely.

The state Episcopalian convention 
re-assembled at Trinity Church yes- 
terday at 3 p. m.. when the Bev. Dr. 
Wakefield rea^ an ^ l e pa^r

"Preaching," which was listened to 
with close attention, and was discussed 
by several members. An adjournment 
was then taken until 7.30 p. m. 


EVENING SESSION. 


After devotional exercises anoi^n- 
ication was effected, the Rev. E. Brad- 
ley being elected clerk. 


The roll call showed fourteen par^ 
ishes represented by about twenty-five 
clergmen.

The bishop then read his annual 
address, which was an able effort. He 
referred in touching terms to the late 
Dr. DeKoven, of Racine College, and 
Bishop Giimore, of Louisiana. He 
also discussed very fully and ably the 
general condition of the church in this 
state. 


After the address was the conference 
on unbelief, the Rev. Reed, of Indian- 
apolis, leading off. 
The reverend gen- 
tleman took a very encouraging view 
of the condition, growth and prospects 
of Gh>d's ehurch, claiming that in- 
fidelity and rationalism are declining 
rather than increasing as supposed by 
some. He compared the condition of 
the world at present with that of 100 
years 
ago, 
and 
claimed 
that 
Christianity was rapidly advancing. 
All but 60 of the more than 300 col- 
leges in the land are denominational, 
and out of over 40,000 students less 
than 6,000 are rationalists. In thia 
country 1 out of every 5 persons is 
connected with some church, and the 
means of disseminating the Gbspel 
have increased 100 fold in the past 
century. 


The adiiress was a well written and 
carefully prepared one, and reflected 
much credit upon the writer.

WATER 
WORKS. 


Return of the Board from 
Toledo and 
Sandusky. 


Wliot Tto«y lioorncd Abovt Woter 
Works. 


Last night Mayor 2^1linger, Chief 
Engineer Vogel, City Civil Engineer 
Brackenridge and Water Works Com- 
missioners Monning and McCulloch 
returned from Toledo and Sandusky. 
Mr. McCulloch said to a SENTINEL re- 
porter that he was highly delighted 
with the Sandusky water works. The 
supply is obtained from Lake Erie. 
The works cost $300,000, when iron 
was worth $38 (it is now worth $25) 
and everything else was high. There 
are 20 miles of pipe, the largest mains 
being 20 inches in diameter. 
There 
is a stand pipe (really a reservoir) 
180 feet high and 25 feet in diameter. 
Inside of this is a smaller stand pipe 
229 feet high for fire purposes. The 
works have been in operation abqut 
four years and give universal satisfac- 
tion. The Sandusky people wouldn't 
sell them 
for $1,000,000. 
There 
are 
1,000 
private 
consumers, 
and 
the 
works 
are 
bound 
to pay for themselves. Since their 
erection insurance rates have gone 
down 50 percent, and the coat of the 
fire department has been reduced two- 
thirds. 


There are two large Worthington 
engines used for pumping—one high 
pressure 
and 
one low 
pressure. 
The stand 
pipe 
contains 
590,- 
000 
gallons 
of 
water. 
It 
is filled twice each day, one engine 
running four hours in the moaning 
and four in the afternoon. 
The con- 
sumption of coal is about one and a 
quarter tons daily. The consumption 
of water averages 1,000,000 gallons 
daily, the capacity of the works being 
2,000,000 gallons. 


Mr. McCulloch 
is satisfied that 
similar works can be built in Fort 
Wayne, with 25 miles of pipe, for 
from $200,000 to $225,000.
